(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

The trial of Captain William A. Redmond, 
D.8.0., T.D., on a charge of manslaughter 
was resumed on Saturday morning. While 
motoring on 16th April last he collided with 
a cyclist—Thomas Murphy, Priory road, Kim- 
mage—at Cabinteely, on the Dublin-Bray 
road. Murphy died from his injuries. 

The case for the defence was closed on 
Saturday, when several witnesses were ex- 
amined in support of the contention that 
Captain Redmond was not under the influence 
of drink on the occasion. 

‘Counsel will address the jury this morning, 
after which the judge will sum up. The 
verdict may be ee this evening. 

Mr. C. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. T. Finlay (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor) prose- 
cuted. Mr. J. O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. 
Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Mr. 
McLoughlin, solicitor), appeared for the de- 
fence, and Mr. Fawsitt (instructed by Mr. 
McA. McCracken) for the next-of-kin. 

MOTORIST’S VIEW. 

John Lawlor was the first witness called 
on Saturday. He stated that he was driving 
a car from Shankill to Dublin on the 16th 
April, and when asked to drive the injured 
man to hospital said that he did not see why 
he should, as Captain Redmond seemed quite 
able to drive his car himself. 

To Mr. O'Connor, K.C.—In my opinion 
Captain Redmond was perfectly sober. I 
would not have been so callous as to allow 
the injured man to be taken away by a 
drunken man. 

The witness heard Captain Redmond ask 
two or three times, “ Where will I take the 
man to? Which is the nearest, hospital?” He 
left Cabinteely shortly afterwards. 

The witness added that he did not know 
who Captain Redmond was at the time. 
CONVERSATION OUTSIDE COURTHOUSE 

Mr. John McCarthy said that when he came 
on the scene of the collision he noticed hos- 
tile crowds around the accused man, who was 
tlushed, but did not seem to be drunk. 

Mr. Lavery (cross-examining)—You have 
taken a very active interest in Captain Red- 
mond’s case ’—Not very much. 

Did you speak to some of the witnesses ?— 
I may have. 

Do you know Patrick Kenna ?—Yes. 

Did you speak to him outside Kilmainham 
Courthouse ’—I spoke to some of the men 
then. I may have said something, but I do 
not know, . 

Did you say. “Jf I went over to that 
publichouse and had a few pints would you 
say I was drunk ?’’—I did not say that, sir. 

Did you say, “There was a second skid 
mark on the road’’’—I did not say that. 

Did he say that there was only one 
mark’?—I did not hear him say anything. 

Did you savy, “ Don’t say too much or you 
might get jail?” —I did not. 

What did you say to him TI could not tell 
you. I may have said something. He seemed 
very hostile to Captain Redmond. 

Did you take Captain Redmond’s part — 
I did not. =e 

Did you reprove the man for. the hostility 
he showed ’—i did not. 


CAR TESTED. 

Mr. Montgomery Martin, who was the next 
witness, said that when he arrived at the 
police barracks he saw Captain Redmond, who 
was excited, but sober. He took a parcel 
containing valuable papers from Captain 
Redmond’s car and put it in his own car. 
He had known Captain Redmond for seven 
years, and had noticed that his disposition 
was very restless. i 

Mr. O’Connor—When you saw him at the 
barracks did he appear to be under the 
influence of drink ?—No. 

Joseph O'Neill, motor mechanic, gave 
evidence to the effect that the gears and 
controls of Captain Redmond’s car were more 
or less difficult to work. 

John Beggan, manager, Messrs. McEutagart, 
who was on the car when the test was made, 
stated that from the brake marks made on 
the road during a test he formed the — 
that the right-hand brakes were more efficient 
than the left brakes. The right rear wheel 
made a mark similar to that left on the Bray 
road after the collision. 

SURGEON'S EVIDENCE. 

Surgeon Meade, in evidence, said that on 
the 16th April Captain Redmond rang him 
up on the telephone and asked him to go to 
Loughlinstown Hospital to attend the injured 
boy. Captain Redmond got the permission of 
Dr. Pim for the witness to go to the hospital. 
Captain Redmond’s voice on the telephone 
was “ perfectly normal’’ and showed that the 
defendant ‘‘was in full possession of his 
faculties.”” On the day after the collision 
€aptain Redmond came to him to have an 
injury to the ribs treated. He had been hurt 
slightly over the heart. 

Mr. O’Connor—What would be the effect. of 
such an accident on a man of Captain 
Redmond’s type?—He would suffer from 
shock. 

There is nearly always some kind of a 
shock ?—It is only natural. 

Mr. Lavery (cross-examining)—He spoke to 
you on the telephone at about 10.50’—Yes. 

. And you say that ha was perfectly normal? 
es. 

Of course, from that you could not form 
an opinion concerning his condition two hours 
previously ’—Not very well. 


CHAMPAGNE “ DELUSION.” 

Mr. Lavery questioned Surgeon Meade on 
the drinks that would for some time carry an 
odour. Gassy drinks, said the witness, pro- 
duced an odour for a longer period than most 
people thought. 

r. Lavery—So that it is a delusion most 
people have had that champagne is the more 
refined kind of drink? 

The Witness—Unfortunately, 
delusion. (Laughter.) 

Dr. J. B. Magennis said that he made a 
physical examination of Captain Redmond, 
and found that his blood pressure was almost 
twice that of a normal man. That accounted 
for Captain Redmond’s flushed appearance, 
which might be mistaken for a certain 
momentary condition. Captain Redmond 
could not drive any considerable distance if 
he had much drink taken. A sudden shock 
to him might render him unconscious for a 
short time, and certainly an accident would 
have the effect of making him stagger and 
appear dazed. , 

JUDGE'S QUESTIONS. 

During the examination of Dr. Magennis 
Judge ea asked Captain Redmond to 
say whether or not, at the lunch, Mrs. Mont- 
gomery Martin had half the bottle of cham- 
pagne, or simply one glassful. 

Captain Redmond—I think that she had 
one glass. 

Joseph McCauley, motor engineer, who 
carried out a practical test with Captain Red- 
mond’s car at the scene of the collision, said 
that in turning the car on the road, he took 
two “' locks’’; that was, two forward motions 
and two backward motions, and then on the 
third lock the wheels touched the footpath. 

This closed the case for the defence.

Pity their loyal subjects, the slaves of their 
bidding; for the couturier’s fertility of 
imagination imposes on them a heavy task. 

Indecision. is a venial _ weakness often 
charged to a woman. How can she absolve 
herself when it comes to choosing a frock, 
if she has been permitted to witness the 
mannequin parades of the season’s creations 
by the Paris dressmakers, who clothe the 
followers of fashion ? 

The endless procession of sylphs, each 
wearing clothes that seduce the vision and 
arouse admiration, longing and, alas, even 
envy.

Perfection is seldom attained in the arts; 
also is it debatable what represents perfec- 
tion? But the Paris couturier gaily soars 
to the dizziest pinnacle of attainment, and 
his is assuredly one of the fine arts. 


Curves Again ?

The exciting sport of moth-hunting has 
begun, and the destructive little pest is 
being pursued, to the detriment of ornaments 
and pictures, from curtain to carpet and back 
again to curtain. i 

The other day a well-known furner, when 
appealed to for advice, said: ''To destroy 
moths in the house, make a strong solution 


of alum and hot water, and apply to crevices 
with a brush. Wet the edges of carpets that 
are moth-infested with the solution, and it 
will be found effective. 

‘As regards the care of furs—darkness is 
all that is needed. The little grey moth, or 
‘miller.’ which deposits the eggs one 
hundred or more at a time, moves only in the 
light. Enclose the furs loosely im a cad, 
board box. sew this up im a pillow-case, and 
hang it in a dark cupboard. Camphor, 
spices or perfumes are of no use. Continual 
darkness is sufficient. Do not take tlie furs 
out in summer to give them an airing, since, 
perhaps, during that very time a moth may 
deposit her eggs: If you consider an airing 
indispensable, give the furs a good switching 
and put them quickly back agsin,.

It is now an accepted fact that bacteria 
not only do not develop in milk for a few 
hours after it is drawn, but that the number 
naturally in it actually decreases. ‘There is, 
apparently, some substance in the milk at this 
stage which destroys ‘them. At normal 
temperature, 60 to 70 degrees F., this period 
lasts about twelve hours, so that, allowing 
for drawing and transport, the margin of 
safety is not great. 

If, however, the housewife is so fortunate 
as to possess an ice-chest and the milk is kept 
at between 35 and 40 degrees F., uhis safety 
period may be extended to 48 hours. For 
those who are not so fortunate, fresh milk 
should be consumed or cooked as scon after 
delivery as possible.

Salad 


= eason, 


Dear ÁILEEN,— '' Salad days are here again ”’ 
—not the limp foreign stuff, but lovely crisp 
greens ont of our own garden. Just crisp 
lettuce leaves between bread and butter are 
delicious. But don’t let us be lazy—get busy 
with a real salad that will ‘‘look’’ every bit 
as nice as it tastes. 

If you follow this rule you will never have 
a dull salad, because its looks could not. pos- 
sibly belie its flavour! Collect as many 
varieties as possible. Cut the tomatoes, 
radishes, cucumbers and onions (make ‘haste 
slowly with the onions) with a ‘‘ saw”’ knife, 
which is a real magic wand of. economy, since 
it doubles all it slices, 

About the onions: if you only want a sus- 
picion of onion flavour don’t put them in the 
salad at all, but rub a slice of onion on the 
inside of the salad bowl. This is sufficient 
to give quite an agreeable flavour. 

Many people like their lettuce leaves served 
whole, but shredded lettuce is more econo- 
mical, and, personally, I prefer it. 


Washing Lettuce. 


A really wise hostess will follow the lead 
of her French cousin and take the precaution 
of cleansing and preparing her own salad. 
Every individual leaf ot ‘ettuce requires 
separate washing, and if the head is 
very earthy it is wise to steep it for a while 
in salted water. After washing the leaves 
should be placed in a large linen cloth and 
shaken dry before they are added to the other 
ingredients. 

Cold green peas and dried cold potatoes 
are an excellent addition, and grated taw 
carrot is not only ornamental but also very 
nutritious. 

In order that the cucumber used shall be 
quite digestible it should be peeled, sliced 
finely as possible, shaken over with salt, and 
left in a covered dish overnight, or at any 
rate for a few hours, Quite an astonishing 
amount of acid is thus drawn from the cucum- 
ber, which can be poured away before the 
slices are mixed in the salad. 


Eggs Essential. 


Hard-boiled eggs should never be omitted, 
especially when egcs are cheap, as*they are 
to-day. They should be boiled slowly for 
twenty minutes, and then steeped in ice-cold 
water for at least five minutes before the 
shells are removed. This helps to keep their 
colour clear veliow and white. 

Having removed the shells, use a patewt 
slicer for cutting. “These slicers can be bought 
for a few pence, and their use is both clean, 
economical and time-saving, Some people 
prefer to chop the whites, sieve the’ yolks, 
and use them for decorating the tops to the 
salad. 

I have been careful to restrict this salad 
talk te the most ordinary ingredients common 
to all larders. Individual tastes and ambi- 
tion will add all kinds of novelties to this 
substantial groundwork. Chopped celery, for 
instance, is a wonderful addition, but is not 
always easy to procure. 


Treasures of the Garden. 


For salad-makers who have gardens there 
is nothine fresher or easier to grow than 
garden mustard and cress, and fruit-lovers can 
heights with. sections of 


rise to marvellous 
grapes, dates, sliced 


oranges, grapefruits, 
apple and chopped nuts. 

To come back to the ordinary menu, I have 
as vet said no word of the so very important 
salad partner—that is, the. dressing—and 
this, believe me, is really the most important 
part of all. Many brands of salad dressing, 
and, better still, mayonnaise. are sold ready 
for use in botties guaranteed to contaim no 
artificial preservatives, and it is wise to have 
such a dressing on your tabie, even when 
the .home-made variety is in use. 

Some cooks make the dressing in the salad 
bowl, and then, adding the vecetables, mix 
all together; others serve the dressing 
separately in a dish of its own, and I recom- 
mend the latter. 


A Good Recipe. 


A plain, but really reliable, recipe, which 
is easy to memorise, is :— 
Two spoons of olive oil to one of vinegar.

The method is equally simple :—Mix the | 


dry ingredients in a bowl, add oil gradually, 
blending all the time with a wooden spoon. 
If the butter is very hard melt it a little 
before adding the oil. Add vinegar gently, 
drop by drop, stirring vigorously. If pro- 
curable, add a spoonful of cream very gently, 
stirring all the time. This gives a deliciously 
mild salad dressing. 

Scissor salad servers are now sold, which are 
easier to manipulate than the spoon and fork 
servers. On the same: principle, scissor sand- 
wich servers are very useful. 


Lettuce for Looks. 


In spite of heat waves, etc., most American 
girls have lovely skins, and this is probably 
mainly due to the really marvellous amount 
of greens that they manage .to consume. 
Townsfolk there have only time for a sand- 
wich in the mid-day rush hour, but even 
these busy people demand lettuce leaves as 
an indispensable part of their sandwich! I 
think we Irish are far too fond of cooked 
vegetables. We would be a much healthier 
nation if we made more use of raw materials 
on our menus. 

I am glad you have taken up tennis again. 
and that your racket has responded so well 
to your care. Have you ever considered re- 
placing your wooden press’ by an a/iminium 
one? . 1 hear they are much better, being 
lighter to. carfy.than the. somewhat. cumber- 
some woodens.

N are of electric lights, a posse of 

police, fantasic crowds thronging 

and surging round the entrance, and 

above, outlined in coloured bulbs, the 

letters, “ Bal Bullier.”.” Such was the 
beginning. 

_KEarlier in the evening we had sat out- 
side one of the innumerable cafés edging 
the boulevard, watching the ever-changing 
scene.

A Tired Bird s 


Was it a Migrant 5 


When the 25-footer Punctilio had turned 
the South Burford buoy on Saturday in a 
D.B.S.C. race—she, alas, is the last of the 
Dublin Bay 25-footers, at least the only 
one of the class in the water this year— 
the flight of a bird caught the attention 
of the crew. Clearly it was a lana bird, 
possibly, a hawk, but it was flying very 
low, seemingly quartering the water, but 
not deliberately so, only through sheer 
weariness, as of despairing of reaching 
land and seeking help in its endéayour to 
do so. The sympathies of Punctilio’s crew 
wera awakened. They are a humasc lot. 
Mr. G. A, Newsom was the ‘acting 
‘skipper’? (Mr, J. B, Stephens being 
ashore tired after a long journey abroad. 
mostly in Spain on railway business), and 
with him were Mr. L.”C. O’Cailaghan, 
Mr. C. Gifford, and Mr, H, s¥, Millar. 
How were they to extend an invitation to 
the bird! 

The latter solved the problem by 
perching on the hatch. It looked worn 
out, and, to the ‘veneral astonishmént, it 
proved to be a cuckoo. Not a word. was 
spoken for fear of disturbing the 
passenger, But silence is impossible when 
sailing, particularly racing, and a whisper 
broke the spell. Awakened and alarmed, 
the cuckoo flew away. 

There was consternation; but the bird 
kept near them, and what was their 
delight to see it perch again, this time on 
a jib sheet. Again. there was silence 
aboard, all fearing, however, that the 
movement in the sheet would scare their 
passenger. 

It did, nor did they seo the cuckoo 
again, and they came in quite doleful. 
They had won their race, but what did 
that matter? When I met them on the 
slip of the Royal Irish Yacht Clubhouse 
they were full of dismay over the bird’s 
chance of reaching land. Was it a 
migrant? And from where? 


Timber Shortage. 


When steam railways were first laid 
down, sleepers were of stone. The 
engineers thought that such sleepers would 
last indefinitely, but. they had not 
reckoned on the noise caused by the 
passing train. From time to time experi- 
ments were made with sleepers of cast 
iron and steel, but none was found to 
give such good results as a wooden 
sleeper. It is interesting to note that 
to-day, in Germany, the railway engineers 
are again experimenting with steel 
sleepers. The world shortage of timber 
has caused wooden sleepers to become very 
expensive, with the result that it is 
desirable to find some satisfactory sub- 
stitute. In view of the progress that has 
been made in the past fifty years in the 
manufacture of steel, there is every 
possibility of a steel sleeper being evolved 
that will satisfy all the requirements of 
railway engineers. When in Germany 
last year, I saw a stretch of railway 
track that had been laid with pressed 
steel sleepers, and I was told that the 
results were most encouraging. Certainly, 
the trains that passed along that track 
did not make any more noise than those 
run over wooden sleepers. 


Smuggled Tobacco. 


The recent clever capture by London 
Customs officers of contriband tobacco 
secreted in bales of pressed paper reminds 
me that a century ago the smuggling of 
tobaceo reached enormous proportions in 
Ireland. For instance, in May, 1824, the 
Irish Customs authorities advertised that 
they had 517,200 pounds of ‘Seized 
Tobaccoes in Store” for sale at various 
ports. Cork headed the list with 185,000 
pounds of smuggled '' tobaceoes.’? This 
tobaceo. had been captured at Kinsale bv 
the Customs waterguard officers when an 
schooner was searched on 
February 16th, 1822. Im those days 
American schooners hovered off our 
coasts, awaiting an opportunity to run 
cargoes of contraband tobacco ashore. 
Nowadays, however, British schooners 
have been caught ‘‘hovering’’ off the 
American coasts with cargoes of ‘* spots”’ 
in bottles. 


Ghe Genius of France.

‘“ Now Paris Guide’’ for the year 1875, 
in which there are many delightful pen- 
pictures of the French capital, then 
emerging from the ruins of the Franco- 
German War and the Commons.

The good people of Cork will. T am 
sure, he surprised to learn that the most 
famous Labour woman in the world and 
leader of many a stormy industrial battle 
is a native of their city. This lady is 
“ Mother ’’ Jones, the celebrated American 
strike organiser, who reached her 
hundredth year a few days ago. Her 
father was Richard Harris, who emigrated 
from Cork to the United States in 1835, 
worked as a labourer building the first 
Canadian railways, and,.as soon as he 
became a naturalised American citizen, 
brought out his family. 

“ Mother ” Jones gave up _ school- 
teaching for dressmaking, married an 
iron-moulder in 1861, and served as nurse 
in the Civil War. Shortly afterwards she 
lost her husband and four children in a 
vellow fever outbreak, and devoted herself 
entirely to the militant Labour movement. 
She soon became a popular figure in 
American strikes, especially in the coal) 
fields, where her solicitude for prisoners 
and their wives and families earned her 
the title of “ Mother.” She has often 
visited the White House, and some years 
ago she induced, by personal canvass, 
President Taft to release fourteen Mexican 
revolutionists who were awaiting extra- 
dition. 

At a hundred years of age she is a 
frail, but. alert, woman, with snow-white 
hair, but scarcely a wrinkle in her face. 
On her birthday the Governor of Mary- 
land and hundreds of admirers’ visited 
her at her quiet little farm near Washing- 
ton, anda veterans” band went from the 
National Soldiers’ Home.

A Memory Tesi. 


The invention of the rigmarole which 
follows, writes a correspondent, is usually 
attributed to Samuel Foote (1720-1777), 
and first appeared in print in one of 
Maria Edgeworth’s stories in 1825. Mack- 
lin, the Irish actor, who lived to be 107, 
during one of his retirements from the 
stage, kept a coffee-house, in which he 
used to deliver impromptu lectures, 
Speaking of memory on one occasion, he 
declared that he could remember any. 
thing after one reading. When the 
lecture was over, Foote, a fellow-actor, and 
one of the most entertaining characters of 
the time, gravely handedeup the following 
asking the lecturer to be good enough to 
read the words once, and repeat them 
from memory :— 

‘* So she went into the garden to cut a 
cabbage leaf, to make an apple pie; and, 
at the same time, a great she-bear, comin: 
up the street, pops its head into the shon. 
“What! No soap?’ Sa he died, and she 
very imprudently married the barber ; and 
there were present the Picaninnies, and 
the Joblillies, and the Garyulies, and the 
great Panjandrum himself, with the little 
round button at top; and they all fell to 
playing the game of catch-as-catch-can, till 
the gunpowder ran out at the heels of their 
boots,”’ 


Derrytrasna. 


An enthusiastic visitor tells me that he 
has found in a little townland, just six 
and a half miles from Lurgan and Porta- 
down, the ideal headquarters for a sports- 
man, fisherman, or mere summer holiday- 
maker. From Derrytrasna, in County 
Armagh, he could see at once the course 
of the Bann and the waters of Lough 
Neagh and Lough Gullion. Under tho 
sunset he walked down to the Bann bank, 
and, as he did so, the wild fowl] started 
from almost under his feet. Tho sun’s 
light flecked with blood the white sash 
of waters that makes that river so worthy 
of its name as he gazed along its course. 
The silence was full of the song and stir 
of birds, disturbed only by the far-off 
rumble of a turf-cart’s wheels, until, as 
he turned to depart, a brace of wild geese 
rose protesting and flew strongly along 
the path pointed by the guiding clue of 
the stream, and a trout rose to watch them 
pass, as it seemed. In ten minutes my 
friend was scanning the ranges of five 
counties from the shore of Neagh, and 
arguing the time-honoured contention that 
the waters of that lake rise higher above 
sea Jevel in the centre than at the rim. 
while, just a quarter of an hour’s walk 
behind him, lay Charlestown, and the 
Bannfoot, where the ferry opens ‘‘ fresh 
woods and pastures new,” and where is 
the clearing-house of the tales of the 
countryside. 


The Mayfly. 


There is a tense atmosphere of expecta- 
tion in fishing circles just now, writes a 
correspondent. Suitcases are being 
packed and fishing gear assembled in 
readiness for the word that “ the fly has 
risen ” on the lakes and rivers. The 
event will be delayed this year, I under- 
stand, by the cold weather, but the fisher- 
men are preparing the ‘‘ Green Drakes ”’ 
and ‘‘ Grey Drakes ” necessary to deludo 
the elusive trout. 

The life-history of the May-fly is inter- 
esting, The female fly lays her eggs on 
the surface of the water, and they sink to 
the bottom, There the young grubs 
emerge and live for two years, feeding on 
tiny animalcule. At the end of this 
period the cavity under the first skin 
becomes filled with air, and the grub rises 
to the surface of the water, where the first 
skin is discarded, the new-born fly settling 
on some convenient leaf. After a little 
while the second skin is shed, and the 
perfect May-fly appears. These second 
skins, which will shortly be seen in thou- 
sands on lake and river banks, are known 
as the ‘‘ ghosts’’ of the May-fly. The 
insect never eats, for it has no mouth, and 
its stomach is filled with gas. It only 
lives for a few days, long enough for the 
nuptial flight and the laying of the eggs, 
so that the cycle may begin again.

CHURCH RE-UNION. 


SERMON BY BISHOP 
OF PLYMOUTH. 


a é , 


Can we say that at the present moment 
the subject of Church re-union is being ap- 
proached in the spirit of true love?’ This 
question was asked by the Bishop of Ply- 
mouth in a sermon which he preached at St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday, after- 
noon. . 

To-day,” said the bishop, “men and 
women are content to sit peaceably in their 
own habitations and look on at the efforts 
being made towards re-union, and if it were 
not for the urgency of the Churches overseas 
I doubt whether we could overcome the 
inertia of the Churches at home. The over- 
seas Churches have learned one thing, and 
that is that love cannot tolerate barriers and 
separation. If we look to the Christian 
world to-day can we honestly say that we 
love one another? Let me take my own coun- 
try and remind you ot the attitude of the 
Churches in England towards one another. 

““In the last one hundred years we have 
passed through three stages. The first stage 
was mutual hostility, and then we passed 
through the stage of mutual toleration. The 
third stage, through which we are passing 
now, is one of mutual respect. We are, at 
least, trying to understand one another: we 
are trying to believe in one another’s sin- 
cerity, 

“There is one more stage to be passed. 
and until it comes any attempts to formulate 
terms of re-union are, in my opinion, prema- 
ture. Wo have still to learn to love one an- 
other; for, frankly, we do not love one an- 
other yet. Until we do that Church re-union 
is just as dangerous as the attitude of people 
who get married in the hope that they may 
afterwards learn to love each other. Often 
such marriages end in treachery. 

'“ At the moment we see the moat in our 
brother’s eye, but not the beam in our own. 
I am not asking you to be disloyal to the 
truth as-you understand it. God forbid; for 
re-union based on disloyalty would be dis- 
astrous. How is the Church to become one 
again? By all means Jet us see our differ- 
ences; let us see our differences in point of 
view; let us express all that we bais in 
common, but all these things mean nothing 
unless the spirit, of repentance and humility 
is with us, The path that lies before us is 
guite clear, and let us not make. vain pro- 
mises, 

I'he Bishop preached in Trinity Chapel in 
the morning and at Si Bartholomew’s Church 
in the evening.

UNEMPLOYMENT, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srk,—In the last few days we have read a 
report of the Irish employers, stating as a 
fact that “‘they are unable to get skilled 
tradesmen to carry on their work.” Were 
they to make their wants known, I am sure 
that they would not lack native employés. I 
take my own case, and there are others like 
me. My parents sent me many years ago, at 
great expense and hardship to themselves, 
across to Scotland to learn a trade. I went 
to steam, automobile and electrical engineer- 
ing. tt was not all shop experience; for I 
worked in places where spares were not 
always available, and was forced to make 
any, 

From acetylene welding I went to milling 
machinery, and then construction gangs, 
labouring and motor driving, garage foreman 
and driving again, and so on through a gamut 
of jobs, but. still unsettled, gaining ex- 
perience. Though I am a total abstainer and 
a willing worker, with some theoretical 
knowledge also, where is the employer who 
experience ? There are many 
more—some worse and some better—barely 
hanging on,‘and ever hoping for better times. 
l can tell of good men at their jobs— 
mechanics, steam-fitters, carpenters, steam 
engine and lorry drivers—out of employment 
for six to fourteen months. Think of it— 
twelve months out of employment, hope and 
vitality gone, trying to keep a straight bat 
te the world; and the Irish employers talk of 
importing tradesmen ! : 

Until they have exhausted the talent of 
their own countrymen they ought not to 
broadcast the fact that they are unable to 
procure experienced tradesmen.—Yours, etc..

Following a motor tour through Glengariff 
and Killarney, the representatives of the 
Irish harbour authorities, who are the guests 
of the Cork Harbour Board, were entertained 
by Sir Robert Baird at an informal reception, 
shortly after their arrival, at the Southern 
Hotel, Parknasilla, i 

Sir Robert, who presided, said that, prior 
to leaving the South, he desired to express 
the gratitude of the Chairman and other 
members of the Belfast Harbour Board for 
the hospitality and cordial treatment meted 
out to them during their visit to the South 
of Ireland, 

“ I congratulate you,” he said, “on the 
splendid entertainment you have given us. 
Nothing could have been better than the 
manner in which this function has been 


organised for the purpose of bringing North | 


and South together in such warm-hearted 
goodfellowship,”’ 

The entertainments in their honour, he con- 
tinued, had set a difficult headline for the 
people of Belfast, but he trusted that the day 
might not be far distant when representatives 
of the ports of all Ireland might be re-united 
as their guests in the Northern capital. 
(Applause.) If that event did not take place 
this year, he, himself, extended a cordial 
invitation to their colleagues and other port 
authorities to be his guests on board a 
specially chartered steamer. 

In submitting the toast of “The Cork 
Harbour Commissioners,’ he coupled with it 
the names of the Lord Mayor of Cork, Alder- 
man Sean French, T.D., and Mr. Richard 
Wallace, the Chairman of the Cork Board. 
In those two men the people of Cork had two 
of the finest types of public men it had ever 
been his privilege to meet. 


A GREAT COMPLIMENT. 

Mr. Oswald Jamison, in supporting Sir 
Robert Baird’s remarks, said that they had 
come to Cork prepared to enjoy themselves, 
but their anticipations had been far exceeded 
by the hospitality they had received, not 
alone from the members of the Cork Harbour 
Board, but from everyone with whom they 
had come in contact, The functions of the 
previous day, when the leading citizens of 
Cork had come together to pay tribute to the 
visitors from Belfast and the representa- 
tives. of other ports throughout  Ire- 
land was indeed one of the highest 
tributes and one of the greatest 
compliments that could have been paid to 
them. His only 1egret was that functions 
of this kind were not held ten or even twenty 
years ago, as in that case they all would 
have had different conceptions of each other, 
and it would have been for the material 
advantage of Ireland as a whole. They were 
ail Irishmen, and they of the North felt the 
very warmest and closest friendship for the 
people of the South. Unfortunately they had 
two systems of Government in the country, 
but they in the North looked forward to the 
prosperity of the Free State, knowing that 
the Southern people entertained the self-same 
feelings for them in the North, 

Mr. A. S. Davidson agreed entirely with 
the remarks of the previous speakers. Words 
failed him to describe the magnificence of 
the estuary of the River Lee or the gorgeous 
scenery they had beheld that day. 

Sir Samuel Kelly said that Mr, Wallace 
deserved their most grateful thanks for the 
excellent manner in which he had seen all 
the arrangements through. “This enter- 
tainment,’’ said Sir Samuel, “ marks an im- 
portant stage in the history of our country, 
and must go a long way towards removing a 
certain amount of misunderstanding. (Hear, 
hear.) In many ways this gathering is 
unique,” 

IRISHMEN ALL. 

‘The Lord Mayor brietly responded. He said 
that, the Ireland that Providence had given 
them was the Ireland which was dear to 
them all, and its prosperity and happiness 
was the whole desire in the hearts of all 
Irishmen, North, South, East, or West. 

Mr. Wallace said that these functions, about 
which their visitors had spoken so kindly, 
were really the outcome of the generous 
hospitality of the people of Belfast when he 
had visited that city recently on the occasion 
of the launching of the City of Cork Steam 
Packet Co.’s new meter vessel, Innisfallen. 
His Board believed that in bringing together 
the commercial minds of Ireland they would 
be doing a national service, That was their 
sole aim, and they would leave nothing un- 
done to make their visitors realise their 
genuineness of heart in this connection, 

Mr. Wallace then paid tribute to Mr, 
Eugene Gayer, General Manager and Secre- 
tary of the Cork Harbour Board, and to Mr, 
D. F. Doyle, one of its foremost members, 
in whose hands had reposed the entire 
organisation of the present programme, (Ap- 
plause.) 

Messrs. Gayer and Doyle suitably acknow- 
ledged this tribute,

Communism and Socialism. 


The selection of Mr. Saklatvala, as the 
Communist candidate at the forthcoming 
by-election in the Shettleston Division of 
Glasgow, reminds us of the occasions 
when we have marvelled that so many 
Britons in Battersea have been prepared— 
and, indeed, eager—to be represented by 
him at Westminster. No doubt, like Vol- 
taire, they have held that a man with an 
outlandish name is capable de tout; and 
certainly Mr. Saklatvala, by his windy 
speeches and unconsidered promises, has 
encouraged them in the wildest flights of 
fancy. Of course, in our more analytical’ 
moments, we recognise that his appeal to 
the illiterate and turbulent lies in his 
avowed and positive Communism. Happily, 
there are few men of his views who have 
had parliamentary experience—a fact 
which gives him a strange prominence. It 
is unlikely that the electors of Shettleston 
will choose him to succeed the late Mr. 
Wheatley, and we imagine that the 
Labour candidate, who has not yet been 
selected, will head the poll, although with 
a reduced majority. Yet in this readi- 
ness of a small minority to vote for the 
Parsee agitator we may perceive more 
than a mere freak of the few. During the 
last ten years Socialism and Communism 
have tended to split further and further 
asunder, and we may be grateful that the 
disciples of Communism are reduced to 
exotic candidates from other continents. 
Such aridity argues a providential lack 
of local talent, and, to a large extent, 
proves the arguments of those political ex- 
perts who allege that the tide of Com- 
munism is receding. | 

After the War, when existing traditions 
had been shattered, and empires were 
being carved up piecemeal, a  dis- 
illusionised proletariat offered as fertile a 
soil to disruptive doctrines as had been 
known history. Three countries 
succumbed. Russia, Bavaria and Hungary 
tried that reversion to the primitive 
which to-day we are instructed to 
call Communism. Bavaria and Hungary 
cast it out at once; Russia endures 
ib in agony. Moreover, it is admitted 
in the Kremlin that the polity of 
the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics 
cannot survive for six months unless it is 
upheld by force. Even there, the apostles 
of Bolshevism have been compelled by 
dire necessity to tamper with the pure 
tenets on which they founded the new 
State. The New Economic Policy as 
no more than a reactionary move in the 
direction of “ capitalism,’’ and the pre- 
sent dictator, Stalin, has more in common 
with Mussolini, Kemal Pasha or tie King 
of Yugo-Slavia than with Karl Marx. 
Communism has been weighed in the 
balance and found wanting. Probably, 
although it will manifest itself sporadi- 
cally, modern Russia finally will be 
found to be the sum of its achievement. 
Its only serious menace in civilised 
countries is the effect that it produces in 
times of stress on Socialism, which must 
nurse the uneasy child so long as it is 
willing to cloak its real designs under an 
infantile wailing. 

Socialism, on the other hand, although 
it has suffered only the varying fortunes 
usual to all political parties, has received 
in this very fact a rude shock. Three 
generations ago no Socialist would have 
entertained the idea that his party could 
be ejected from office by the vote if once 
it had secured office. Nevertheless, this harsh 
awakening has been Socialism’s fate in many 
countries. No doubt, in some sort these 
disappointments have been due to the tang 
of Communism with which it has allowed 
itself to be stained; yet it must be pre- 
pared for an eternal repetition of varying 
fortunes. In Britain these two parties are 
splitting into their several folds. Sir 
Oswald Mosley’s defection from the ranks 
of the Government is significant only in 
the same degree in which the behaviour of 
dormice used to convey a meaning to 
submarine commanders. The trend of 
British Socialisr. is little more than an 
exaggerated development of Mr. Lloyd 
George’s Radicalism in 1906. Britain’s 


in 


experience of this kind of thing is not 


encouraging, and her electors will be well 
advised if they avail themselves at the 
next general election of the rifts pro- 
vided by the cleavages in the left wing 
elements. Frank Communism is a 
malignant creed, but need not be feared. 
Socialism, however, will remain dangerous 
until the last traces of Communism have 
been purged from its system.

American Cities. 

The United States of America is follow- 
ing «in the path of other countries. 
According to the returns of the recent 
census, the population of American cities is 
increasing steadily, while that of the rural 
areas is declining in proportion. During 
the last ten years ninety large cities show 
a growth of 22.5 per cent. in their 
population, much of which is at the 
expense of the ranch. These changes will 
have an effect on the constitution of the 
American Congress; for it is estimated 
that the rural areas will lose about 
twenty-three representatives and that the 
cities will gain the same number. In con- 
sequence there are likely to be changes 
in legislation. The Eighteenth Amend- 
ment draws most of its supporters in 
Congress from the rural areas, and the 
loss of these members may turn the vote 
in favour of 1epeal. Moreover, since every 
State has as many votes in presidential 
election as it has members of Congress, 
the Presidency will be decided, under the 
new scheme of representation, by the 
votes of the cities. In its widest aspect 
this sapping of the rural life must 
injure the national. prosperity. Hitherto 
America’s self-sufficiency has been her 


strength ; for her vast tracts of cultivated 
land have supplied the raw commodities 
which other countries must import. The 
drain of the rural areas is a phenomenon 
common to all countries where the high 
wages offered by industry are sufficient to 
attract the rustic. Yet America’s indus- 
trial system depends, to a far greater 
extent than elsewhere, on her agricultural 
community, and a decay of man-power in 
the fields must bring that system to the 
ground. 


The Free State Loan. 


Last Saturday the list of subscriptions 
to the Free State’s third-National Loan 
was closed—less than a fortnight after 
it had been declared open. Mr. Blythe 
has every reason to be satisfied with the 
response to the Government's venture. 
The readiness with which the whole issue 
has been subscribed justifies his decision 
to float the loan in the home market. In 
contrast with the first and second loans, 
which offered interest at the rate of five 
per cent., the new issue, on the surface, 
had less to recommend it. The former 
issues, however, appeared at a time when 
the country scarcely had recovered from 
its disturbed condition, and capitalists, 
large and small, were reluctant to invest 
their money without excellent remunera- 
tion. The fact that Mr. Blythe has 
induced the public to invest six million 
pounds at a rate which, if secure, is not 
brilliant, is strong proof that the country 
has faith in its own future and in Mr, 
Cosgrave’s Ministry. Faith is revealed, 
not by resolutions and eulogies, but by 
willingness to entrust something tangible 
to another’s care; and Ireland is not 
burdened so heavily with money that she 
will entrust it without a sense of full 
security. Mr. Blythe’s promise that the 
proceeds of the loan would be devoted to 
purely reproductive purposes had an en- 
couraging effect on public sentiment, but 
the country’s freedom from disturbance is 
the most important factor in the issue's 
success. The list of subscriptions to this 
loan is a vote of confidence in the 
Government—a vote, too, that means 
much, and ought to be pondered by the 


electors of Westmeath and Longford.

EFFECT OF PRESIDENT’S

Senator Johnson, the eader of the opposition 
to the Treaty in the Senate, who has hitherto 
been blocking all progress with the Treaty, 
Senor Borah, the Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, states that he expects 
to be able to report the Treaty on Monday 
week. In this event the Treaty will come 
up for consideration immediately after the 
Tariff Bill. Those in favour of the London 
Naval Treaty believe that not more than a 
dozen Senators are really hostile to the 
measure, 


EXPLOSION ON LINER. 


ONE MAN KILLED AND THREE 
OTHERS INJURED. 


As the result of a cylinder bursting on the 
steamer City of Sydney on Saturday one man 
was killed and three others severely scalded. 
The vessel, which is the twenty-fifth built for 
the Ellerman Line by Workman, Clark, Bel- 
fast, only completed her trials on the 15th 
inst., and she was on her way from Glasgow 
to Liverpool to complete loading for Bombay 
when the explosion occurred. 

Assistance was summoned by wireless, and 
the injured men were transferred to the 
steamer Cameronia, which landed them at 
Belfast on Saturday night. They were 
taken to the Royal Victoria Hospital, where 
they were all found to be suffering from 
severe burns and scalds. They are :—

Electoral Reform.

THE LAST STAGE. 


WELCOMED AT PORT 
DARWIN. 
_ Miss Johnson made a spectacular land- 
ing at Port Darwin at 3.56 (local time) 
on Saturday afternoon. 

When Miss Johnson stepped on Aus- 
tralian soil someone called for “Three 
cheers for Amy,” and the crowd of 2,000 
persons responded lustily. 

Miss Johnson acknowledged the wel- 
come with a graceful bow and a smile, and 
waited while a small army of photo- 
graphers snapped her. She was dressed 
in khaki shorts and puttees with a green 
sun helmet. Though obviously very 
weary, sunburnt and partly deaf from the 
incessant roar of the engine, she smilingly 
acknowledged the warmth of her greeting. 

The run from Timor Island was ap- 
parently uneventful, except that a heavy 
wind blew her slightly westward, and the 
journey was about equal to similar runs 
by former airmen. 

Miss Johnson’s first actions on arrival 
were to throw off her life belt and goggles, 
after which she took out a comb and 
began to tidy her ruffled hair. The local 
doctor gave her a clean bill of health in 
conformity with the quarantine regula- 
tions. She was officially welcomed by the 
Government Resident on behalf of the 
Commonwealth, and was driven to Govern- 
ment House, where she will be the guest 
of the Australian Government. 


“GALL ME JOHNNIE.” 


“1 wish you'd cail me Johnnie; that’s 
the name I’m known by in England,”’ 
exclaimed Miss Johnson after several 
speakers had persistently referred to her 
as “ Miss Johnson ’’ in their speeches of 
welcome at the civic reception. 

One speaker pointed out how appro- 
priate it was that her great flight should 
be concluded cn Empire Day. ‘‘ She had 
proved,’’ he declared, “that our girls 
possess the courage, grit, perseverance, 
daring, and valour of the indomitable 
British Army.’’ 

Miss Johnson, who was dressed in the 
same clothes as those in which she landed, 
was received with deafening cheers when 
she came forward to reply. She proved a 
gifted orator'’as well as a  dauntiless 
woman, in a well-phrased speech in which 
she thanked everybody for an “ absolutely 
marvellous ” welcome, which, she _ de- 
clared, was well worth the difficulties that 
she had faced.

DEMAND OF WESTERN 
AUSTRALIA. 


WANTS TO BE SEPARATE 
DOMINION. 


From Revter’s CorRRESPONDENT, 
PERTH, WESTERN AUSTRALIA,

A se for the secession of Western 
Australia from the Commonwealth of 
Australia was initiat.d with enthusiasm 
at a public meeting here to-day, presided 
over by the Premier, Mr. Collier. 

Ihe meeting, which was attended by the 
Lord Mayor of Perth and members of 
Parliament, passed a motion pledging 
support to the movement for the creation 
of a Dominion of Western Australia, and 
urging the Ministry to give the people an 
opportunity of deciding by a referendum. 

The Premier said that the Federation 
was costing the State £8,000,000 a year, 
which was a tremendous burden cn its 
inhabitants. 


REFERENCE BY GOVERNOR. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
MELBOURNE, Sunday. 


Lord Somers, the Governor of Victoria, 
made a passing reference to the question 
of secession from the Commonwealth at 
the dinner of the Royal Empire Society 
here to-night. 

“There are times,” he said, “when 
people are impatient, and say that they 
would prefer a separate existence. Pro- 
vided that the motive is loyal, there is 
no reason why. such suggestions should not 
be made and discussed. I think we are

munity would be wise to examine the 
motives before agreeing with them. The

Sir William Irvine, the Lieutenant- 
Governor, in surveying the constitutional 
position of the Governor-Generalship, de- 
clared that no right or power was included 
in the Commonwealth Constitution for 
Ministers to tender advice to the King on 
which the King was bound to actin making 
an appointment. Such an obligation was 
clearly excluded by the terms of the Con- 
stitution. 


Generalship has arisen through the report 
that the Australian Commonwealth Govern- 
ment proposes to advise the King to 
appoint an Australian to the Governor- 
Generalship on the conclusion of Lord 
Stonehaven’s term of office. The name of 
Sir Isaac Isaacs, a judge of the Australian 
High Court, has been mentioned in this 
connection. ] 


MALTESE CRISIS. 


URGENT MEETING OF 
PRIVY COUNCIL. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
MALTA, Saturday. 


An urgent meeting of the Privy Council 
was summoned at the Palace at 11.50 this 
morning by the Governor-General, Sir 
John du Cane, to discuss the present 
critical situation. The deliberations lasted 
until 1.45 p.m.; but no news as to their 
result is available. . 

This afternoon Lord and Lady Strick- 
land came to Valletta ‘to attend an “™ at 
home” at the Constitutional Club in 
honour of Lord Strickland’s birthday. 
Thousands of people had collected in the 
street opposite to the club. Lord Strnck- 
land appeared on the balcony and spoke 
briéfly to the crowds, which accorded him 
an ovation. After that, contrary to ex- 
pectations, Lord and Lady Strickland 
avoided the main street, and returned to 
the Villa Bologna quietly. 

Valletta is beflagged in honour of 
Empire Day, and the streets are packed. 
Bands are playing, the Union Jack is 
everywhere, and there are illuminations 
this evening. 


ARCHBISHOP’S MESSAGE. 


Among the congratulatory messages re- 
ceived by Lord Strickland is a letter from 
the Archbishop of Malta, saying :— 

“ My Lorp,—Please accept my heartfelt 
congratulations on your Providential 
escape this morning. 

“ Not wishing to trust to rumours, I 
sent my chaplain this afternoon to the 
Commissioner of Police. He assures me 
that it had been a real attempt on your 
life. It is the act of a madman; but, 
whatever his motives may have been, 
everyone will rejoice that you came away 
unscathed. 

‘‘ Please convey my sympathy to Lady 
Strickland and your family, and believe 
me to be,—Yours sincerely, 

“ Mavurvus, Archbishop of Malta.’’ 


PRESS COMMENT. 


Commenting on the attempt made yester- 
day to assassinate Lord Strickland, the 
Prime Minister, by an adherent of the 
Maltese Nationalist Party, the Chronicle 
(Government Party) says that the attempt 
was the culmination of a Nationalist 
campaign ‘‘ of calumny and violence de- 
signed to remove Lord Strickland from the 
political sphere in Malta.’’ The paper con- 
cludes: ‘‘ We have been told that, as re- 
gards the danger of disturbances in Malta, 
the clergy had more than sufficient in- 
fluence to restrain the people. That in- 
fluence has not served to prevent the 
dastardly attempt on the life of Lord 
Strickland, and it will certainly not serve 
to restrain the people from giving vent to 
their wrath at that attempt.

LOOKING FOR PLACE | 
TO TAKE OFF. 


——— 


With the intention of making a trans- 
Atlantic flight from Ireland to America, 
Captain Kingsford-Smith, the famous 
Australian airman, arrived in Dublin, on 
last Saturday morning, to inspect possible 
starting grounds for the flight. 

During his brief stay he is the guest 
of the Governor-General of the Irish Free 
State at the Viceregal Lodge. 

On Saturday Captain Kingsford-Smith 
visited Baldonnel Aerodrome, where he 
met Commandant G. Carroll, the Com- 
manding Officer of the Free State Army 
Air Corps, who showed him over the 
aerodrome. Baldonnel Aerodrome was 
the starting point of the first trans- 
Atlantic flight from East to West by the 
Bremen in April, 1928. 

. Subsequently Captain Kingsford-Smith 
motored to the Curragh, where he inspected 
a stretch of ground that would give him 
the necessary length for the take-off of his

big machine carrying a full load. It is 
understood with regard to the Baldonnel 
Aerodrome that the question was whether 
the take-off would be long enough. 

AN AERIAL SURVEY. — 

Yesterday Captain Kingsford-Smith was 
taken on a sight-seeing tour by Captain 
J. C. O'Sullivan, A.D:C. to the Governor- 
General. In the afternoon he paid another 
visit to Baldonnel Aerodrome, where he 
went for a flight in one of the Irish Aero 
Club’s aeroplanes, taking with him as a 
passenger Captain J. C. O'Sullivan, . 

From the air Captain Kingsford-Smith 
surveyed the facilities given by the aero- 
drome, and also the nature of the land 
and the hills to the west of the aerodrome, 
over which he would have to fly in the 
first minutes after the take-off. 

Last night the Governor-General gave a 
dinner party in the Viceregal Lodge in 
honour of Squadron-Leader Kingsford 
Smith, to which a nymber of persons in- 
terested in aviation were invited. 

UNDECIDED. 

An irish Times representative learned 
from Captain Kingsford Smith, yesterday, 
that it is his intention to make this flight 
from Ireland if at all possible. It all 
depended, however, on whether he could 


| find a suitable taking-off ground. He had 


not as yet come to any decision regarding 
Baldonnel or the Curragh, but it was pro- 
bable that he would do so before he left 
for England to-night. 

For some time past he had been making 
preparations tok plans for this great 
flight. His famous aeroplane, the Southern 
Cross, in which he was the first to fly the 
Pacific from San Francisco to Australia, 
a couple of years ago, is now ready 
for its new venture. It is a giant 
tri-engined Fokker monoplane, and 
is at present in Amsterdam, 
having been reconditioned and completely 
overhauled in the Fokker Works there. 
He will go to Amsterdam almost imme- 
diately to take it over. 

ASSISTANT PILOT CHOSEN. 

Captain Kingsford-Smith’s plans for 
the flight have progressed so far that he 
has already selected two of the crew of 
three who will make the flight with him. 
Mr. Vandyk, a pilot of the Dutch air line 
to the East Indies, has now accepted his 
invitation to accompany him as assistant 
pilot. Mr. Vandyk s experience of heavy 
Fokker machines and of long distance 
filving will be a big asset. 

The other member of the crew selected is 
Mr. J. W. Stannage, who will be the wireless 
operator. In this respect it will be remem- 
hered that in his great flight across the 
Pacific Captain Kingsford-Smith and his 
companions kept the world informed of his 
progress, and amused at the comments made 
by them on the quaint aspects of their ¢xperi- 
ences during the flight. 

IRISH NAVIGATOR WANTED. 

The fourth member of the crew, yet to be 
found, is the navigator, and Captain Kings- 
ford-Smith has stated that he would like, if 
possible, that this man should be an Irish- 
man. In our advertising columns this morn- 
ing a notice appears stating that Captain 
Kingsford-Smith would be interested to hear 
from an Irish navigator with a marine nava! 
certificate, to accompany him on his proposed 
trans-Atlantic flight. 

This is a courteous gesture to Irishmen, 
and it is interesting to note that, if an Irish 
applicant should prove successful, the pro- 
posed flight will have all the aspects of an 
international endeavour; for Captain Kings- 
ford Smith is an Australian, Mr. Vandyk is 
a Dutchman and Mr. Stannage is an English- 
man. 

NEXT MONTH, 

Regarding the start of the flight itself, 
Captain Kingsford Smith states that he pro- 
poses to make it about the end of June— 
next month—as the weather conditions are 
more likely to be favourable at that time of 
the year. He declares emphatically, how- 
ever, that he will not undertake the flight 
unless all the circumstances and conditions 
make it feasible and possible. 

He would attempt to make the flight non- 
stop to American territory, with his ultimate 
destination at: San Francisco.

BOMBAY, Sunday. 

One hundred volunteers, inclading 20 
Parsees, under the leadership of Mr. 
Bhumgara, who cycled around the world, 
set out to raid the Wadala Salt Dépét this 
morning. Fifty of the volunteers, includ- 
ing ten Parsees, were promptly arrested 
by the police. Mr. Bhumgara was also 
arrested, and in a farewell message ex- 
horted followers of the Parsee religion to 
plunge headlong into the movement. 

A crowd of spectators, who had been 
kept back from the prohibited area at 
Wadala by the police, surged forward when 
the volunteers arrived. The police, armed 
with their bamboo staves, charged, and in 
this, the first raid, thirteen people were 
injured, including a police sergeant, who 
was hit on the face by a stone. Seventeen 
of the spectators were arrested, including 
three women and a boy of ten, for being 
in possesion of contraband salt. 

AMBULANCE CORPS BUSY. 

The Congress ambulance corps, which 
consists of two ambulances, five motor cars 
for carrying the injured to Congress head- 
quarters, and. men and women medical 
volunteers, both Hindu and Parsee, 
under a doctor, rendered first-aid to the 
injured. 

The Police Commissioner and the 
Deputy Commissioner were on the scene 
watching the raid. 

The three women and the boy were after- 
wards released. The contraband salt in 
their possession was confiscated. 

Later in the morning the raiders adopted 
guerilla tactics, and numerous batches 
simultaneously and constantly carried out 
raids at a number of points. Over a 
thousand volunteers concentrated on one 
side of the narrow stream at the southern 
end of the salt pans within easy reach of 
the salt heaps, but a strong police force 
was stationed on the other side of the 
stream. i 

SEVEN SERIOUSLY HURT, 

Up to the present the police have 
arrested fifty-four volunteers and forty- 
seven spectators. Some of the raiders got 
away with salt. The police made repeated 
charges with their lathis. The total number 
of injured now is seventeen. Seven of 
them are seriously hurt. 

Later. 

The number of arrests made now totals 
115, and the number of people injured 
amounts to thirty-five, including one 
policeman. 

A feature of to-day’s proceedings was 
the placing of pickets on the adjoining 
hill-tops, who signalled the movements of 
the oncoming raiders to the police by 
means of flags.

A GREAT 
ARCHBISHOP. 


HOW HE SERVED THE 
CHURCH.

The Times to-day observes, in a leading, 
article :—The death of Archbishop Davidson 
leaves a blank in the national life, and a 
sense of personal loss to thousands, which 
will not be mitigated by the thought that it 
was neither unexpected nor untimely. To 
him, no doubt, it would have seemed sheer 
bee “to be sorry as men without 
iope, ” to lament over his departure from 
the world when his work in it was done. 
“ 1 have finished the course, I have kept the 
faith.” Few men have been more fully en- 
titled to borrow that proud phrase from St. 
Paul. 

There was a time when his survival to old 
age seemed quite improbable, and the com- 
ment of a Church newspaper in 1895, when 
Randall Davidson was translated from 
Rochester to Winchester, makes curious read- 
ing to-day:—‘*‘ Many Churchmen,” it. re- 
marked, “ will regard with anxiety, not to 
say misgiving, an experiment which exposes 
Winchester to the risk of another invalid 
Bishop.” Seven years later the ‘‘ invalid 
Bishop” was summoned from Farnham to 
Lambeth, to fulfil there, through a quarter 
of a century, the almost overwhelming tasks 
that devolve upon a Primate of All England. 
His ultimate retirement was prompted simply 
and solely by his sense of duty to the 
Church, and had long been settled by the 
fate of this year’s Lambeth Conference, and 
by the length of time needed to prepare for 
it. To himself, resignation seemed, as he 
said, ‘‘ infinitely trying,’’ and its effect, as 
happens not seldom in such cases, was prob- 
br to shorten his life rather than to prolong 
it. 

A WISE COUNSELLOR. 

To a man of Archbishop Davidson's tem- 
perament compelled labour is a lesser strain 
than compelled inaction. Almost as remark- 
able as the late age at which he laid aside 
his special work was the early age at which 


he began it. Queen Victoria’s “Journal” shows 


that Mr. Davidson, an unbeneficed priest of 
thirty-four, was the adviser who, on Tait’s 
death, caused the Primacy to be bestowed 
on Benson of Truro, instead of upon Browne 
of Winchester. Within ten years of his 
ordination he had become Dean of Windsor, 
and the counsellor on whom both his Sovereign 
and his Archbishop most relied. That a 
man far short of his .ortieth year should 
hold this position, and remain untainted by 
vanity, or by self-importance, was a singular 
testimony to his character. It was utterly 
remote from pose or affectations. His great 
characteristics, as his successor said yeter- 
day, in a just and moving tribute, were the 


simplicity and sincerity of his spirit; and | 


his personal humility seemed to grow with 
his great responsibilities. 

History alone can decide in retrospect the 
part he played in the practical achievement 
of a period of incredible change and diffi- 
culty, but of his moral greatness the verdict 
1s recorded already. On the day of his 
enthronement at Canterbury he said—‘ All 
I ask is that I may have the prayers and 
assistance of all, so that when I am laid to 
sleep the words may be said that he at least 
tried to serve his generation according to the 
will of God.’’Most sincerely and most grate- 
fully will the words he desired be said of 
him to-day. 


MISS JOHNSON’S 
_ FLIGHT. 


A FINE PERFORMANCE. 


To the relief of all who have been follow- 
ing the daily reports of her adventure, the 
second half of Miss Amy Johnson’s daring 
flight to Australia has ended happily with 
her safe arrival at Darwin, remarks TAe 
Times editorially. 

She has taken twenty days to do what 
Squadron-Leader Hinkler did in 15} days in 
1928. But by reaching Karachi in six days, 
or two days less than his time (over rather 
A different -route), she has established a 
“record ” of her own for a solitary flight 
to India which will not easily be bettered 
until flying is done by night as well as by 
day. Up to that point, except for the 
storm which forced her to come down and 
squat in the disert between Aleppo and 
Baghdad for two uncomfortable hours, her 
course was fairly smooth and uneventful. 
At each halt her first care was to overhaul 
her Gipsy Moth light aeroplane with her 
own hands, so that when she reached 
Calcutta she had slept on an average only 
three hours a day since leaving London on 
May 5th. 

When everything is taken into considera- 
tion, proceeds Zhe Times, the second half 
of her journey, because of the plucky resolu- 
tion with which she faced its greater 
difficulties, was an even finer performance 
than her ‘‘record’’ flight from Croydon to 
Karachi. She has proved herself the mistress 
of her machine, which must be a superla- 
tively sound one, and the captain of her 
soul. What she has done was not attempted 
from motives of self-advertisement. The 
unobtrusiveness of her start and her 
behaviour all along the route dispose of any 
such notion. She did it from a real love of 
flying. The keen interest taken in her pro- 
gress in all countries, from England to 
Australia, over which she has flown, should 
go far to console her for the unlucky chances 
that prevented complete success in the race 
she set herself to run

We announce with much regret, that 
Archbishop Lord Davidson died at his 
London residence, 10 Cheyne Walk, 
Chelsea, at 1.5 a.m. on Sunday, aged 82 
years. Lord Davidson had been Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury from 1903 to 1928, 
when he retired. He was the first Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury to retire, and the 
day of his retirement was that on which 
he and Mrs. Davidson celebrated their 
golden wedding. 

Lady Davidson announced the Arch- 
bishop’s death in the following message, 
which was pinned to the door of 10 Cheyne 
Walk :— 

‘‘ Archbishop Lord Davidson entered into 
the larger life this morning, Rogation 
Sunday, at 1.5 a.m. Thanks be to God 
for his life here and there. May 25th, 
1930.”’ 

Lord Davidson’s health had been failing 
for some time, and recently he was con- 
fined to bed. Lady Davidson remained 
continually by his bedside. He had been 
unconscious throughout Saturday, and his

end was peaceful. After the doctor had 
left the house the curtains were drawn 


back from the windows, and flowers could - 


be seen in each of them. i 

Many friends called during the morning 
to pay their last tribute to the Archbishop 
and to condole with Lady Davidson, There 
were numerous telegrams and messages, 
one of the first being a message of sympathy 
from the King. 

Other members of the Royal Family 
who have sent condolences are the Duke 
of Connaught, the Duchess of Argyll, 
Princess Helena Victoria and Princess 
Marie Louise. 

The following statement was issued last 
night:—‘‘ Achbishop Lord Davidson 
passed peacefully away at 1.5 a.m., in the 
presence of Lady Davidson, Miss Mary 
Mills. his brother-in-law, the Rev. J. H, 
Ellison, Sir Thomas Barlow and Dr. 
Maurice Cassidy, and members of His 
Grace’s household.”’ 

Members of the Archbishop's household 
were called to his bedside to jon the 
members of his family and the doctors 
when it was realised that the end was 
near. 

The Prime Minster (Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald) has telegraphed from Scot- 
land :—‘‘ Please convey to Lady Davidson 
my deep regret and heartfelt sympathy 
with her in her great loss, wnich will be 
shared by the entire nation.

PULPIT TRIBUTES. 
aH—————— 


References to ‘Archbishop Davidson's 
vears of distinguished service were made 
from many pulpits in London and through- 
out England yesterday. 

Preaching at the Chapel Royal, St. 
James’s, London, yesterday morning, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury (Dr. Lang) said : 
He was my intimate and dearly-loved 
friend for more than thirty years. The 
first word that comes into our minds is 
wisdom. He had a great power of pene- 
trating to the essential things, and an un- 
failing sense of balance and proportion. 
Two days ago, in one of his last moments 
of consciousness, he laid his hands on my 
head in blessing, and the words which 
came to his lips were: “ God give you 
judgment ” ; and in a large measure God 
had given judgment to him. He stood re- 
mote—not so much from conviction as 
from temperament—from all ecclesiastical 
parties. He had a singular fairness of 
mind. and he was alwavs anxious to under- 
stand and appreciate those whose point of 
view differed from his own. He was always 
eager to learn and understand what was 
passing in the mind of the younger genera- 
tion. I know of no man who tried so much 
to understand the spirit of youth. 

FAITH IN THE CHURCH. 

He had a conscious faith in the English 
Church, and regarded it as his duty to 
uphold its cause always. His wide know- 
ledge was the fruit of wide experience, and 
was arranged with a singularly methodical 
mind. There is scarcely a part of the 
world with whose Churches he was not 
familiar. Bishops from every part of the 
world were surprised when they brought 
to him their problems; for he seemed to 
know all about them. 

As the years of his ministry passed, he 
was charged with an ever increasing 
burden of responsibility. Of recent years 
those great romantic, faithful and 
orthodox Churches of the East looked to 
him as their friend, counsellor and pro- 
tector. All this added IE BS he 
bore without complaint. Vith all this 
growth of responsibility his personal 
humility grew also. I have never known 
a man called to take as high a place in 

ublic life who was so humble-minded. 

he great characteristic of the man was 
the simplicity and sincerity of his spirit. 
Those who knew him best would describe 
him as simple. He was a good man; so we 
take farewell. 

Canon F. D. V. Narborough, of Bristol 
Cathedral, preaching at St. Paul’s 
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Cathedral, London, said :—It is probably | 


as a great statesman that most people are 
thinking of him. Such he was, and with 
the growth of intimate personal contact 
the impression of statesmanship did, 
indeed, grow; but even clearer, there 18 
another impression—that of holiness and 
saintliness. 

“I do not doubt that he will rank in 
history as one of the very greatest in the 
long line of Archbishops of -Canterbury,”’ 
said Bishop Gore at Grosvenor Chapel, 
London. 

The Rev. Dinsdale T. Young, preaching 
at the Central Hall, Westminster, said 
that Lord Davidson was a most catholic- 
spirited man, and really belonged to all 
the Churches. Right into a venerated old 
age, beloved by evervone, he served his 
King and country, doing his utmost to 
draw all Christians into good-will and 
fellowship. The land was the poorer for 
the passing of such a noble man. 

The Bishop of Stepney, preaching at 
St. Paul's Church, Knightsbridge, spok- 
of the late Archbishop as “a great leader 
of mankind.” 

The Bishop of London, at St. James’s 
Church. Paddington, said that the late 
Archbishop was a prince and a great man. 
One of his outstanding characteristics was 
his wonderful humility. He did his work 
without thought of either popularity or 
unpopularity. Perhaps. his greatest 
achievement was the ereation of the 
Church Assembly. “ His name.” he added, 
“will be honoured for generations to come 
as an Archbishop who loved his people 
and led them to a time of growing harmony 
and peace.’ 

Dr. Norwood referred to Tord Davidson's 
death as “the closing of a noble and 
pious life” during prayers in the City 
Temnle yesterday. ‘We eather round his 
bier.” he said, “not with undue sorrow, 
but with thanks and praise for his leader 


ship.” : 
CHIEF RABBI'S TESTIMONY. 


The Chief Rabbi (Dr. J. H. Hertz) said: 
“Archbishop Davidson's ecclesiastical 
leadership, together with his wise-hearted 
support of every good cause, won for him 
the admiration of all those, irrespective of 
race or creed, who toil for the strengthen- 
ing of the spiritual foundations of national 
and international life.”’ 

Canon F. W. Donaldson, at Westminster 
Abber, ‘said: ' A great man has gone to 
his eternal rest. He was a great man and 
a creat Prelate, and he united a great posi- 
tion with a simplicity of character that is 
rarely met with among such, and a large 
and kindly heart.” 

Bishop Talbot, the First Bishop of 
Southwark, preaching in Southwark 
(athedral, said that Englishmen through- 
out the world knew and respected Arch- 
bishop Davidson for a great man and a 
great citizen, but only those who were in- 
timately associated with him appreciated 
how great a Christian he was. 

The Bishop of Birmingham, preaching 
at the parish church, Birmingham, yester- 
day morning, said: “ Archbishop Lord 
Davidson, a great and much trusted man, 
guided the Church of England during a 
quarter of a century with wisdom and 
prudence, caution and skilful tact; but 
with his passing we mourn less the loss 
of a markedly able ecclesiastical states- 
man than that of a good man, conspicuous 
for Christian kindliness. He was fair to 
all parties in the Church, and no one | 
worthy of his personal friendliness failed | 
to receive it. Perhaps. the most reveal- 
ing thing one can say of him is that, after | 
ruling the Church of England for twenty- 
five disruptive years, he was probably both 
the most trusted and the best loved man 
within I | 

Dr. J. C. Carlile, former President of 
the Baptist Union, preaching at Folke- 
stone yesterday, said that the news of the 
death of Archbishop Davidson would 
create a sense of personal loss in the hearts , 
of thousands of Free Church men. Arch- 
bishop Davidson had a genius for 
sympathy, and knew how to do the great 
things in a simple way.

chaplain and private secretary to Archbishop 
Benson. In 1881-63 he was examiming 
chaplain to Bishop Lightfoot, of Durham; 
fvom 1880-53 he was one of the six preachers 
at Canterbury Cathedral. In 1882 he 
hecame Sub-Almoner to Queen Victoria, and 
the next year Dean of Windsor and Domestic 
Chaplain to Her Majesty. On St. Mark s 
Day, 1891. he was consecrated to the See of 
Rochester by Archbishop Benson. In 1805 
he became Pishon of Winchester. 

As hishop of the diocese he visited Queen 
Victoria during her final illness, and was 
present at her death. He preached for the 
Poval Family in the little church at Whip- 
pingham on the Sunday following her death 
on January 22nd, 1901. He had been Clerk 
of the Closet to the Queen since 1891, and 
on King's Edward's accession he continued in 
this office. 

When Archhishop Temple died, on De- 
cember 23rd, 1902, Dr. Davidson was, on the 
nomination of the Prime Minister, Mr.— 
later Lord—Balfour, offered the Arch- 
hishopric. On ‘Thursday, February 12th, 
1903, he was enthroned. :

On his 80th birthday, Saturday, April 7, 
1928, the Ganterbury Corporation conferred 
upon him the honorary freedom of the city, 
The Mayor, quoting Kipling, said during 
the ceremony that the Archbishop “had 
walked with kings, nor lost the common 
touch.” He was also presented with an ad- 
dress from the Archbishop of Upsala, on 
behalf of the Church of Sweden, expressing 
warm congratulations, and the appreciation 
and affection felt for His Grace by Christians 
vf many difierent communions. 

Throughout his ecclesiastical career the 
Archbishop cultivated friendly relations with 
Nonconformists, and created a new feeling 
towards Churches of other denominations. 
One of his ambitions was to consolidate the 
English Church all over the world. 

Holding broad views on religious and 
ecclesiastical questions, he was tolerant «of 
different hi of thought and diversity of 
practice in religious worship, One of his signal 
services was the great conception of reunion 
which he put before the Lambeth Confererce 
in 1920, and the appeal to all Christian 
people has been described as one of the 
great historic documents of Christendom. 


REVISION OF PRAYER BOOK. 

His handling of the revision of the 
Prayer Book commanded almost universal! 
respect and admiration. Many testimonials 
were forthcoming to the sagacity, forbear- 
ance, tact and breadth of view which char- 
acterised his desiing with the very difficult 
Siluation created by the rejection of the mea- 
sure presenied to the House of Commons in 
December, 1927, and June, 1928. 

_ Inevitably he felt the prolonged strain. and 
in June, 1928, he foreshadowed his resigna- 
tion by regs te to his Diocesan Conference 
that “ when in 1920 the Bishops gather heve 
lor the seventh Lambeth TE oh og it will 
be under other chairmanship than my own.” 

It was in July, 1928, that it was announced 
that the King had received “with very great 
regret ” the intimation that the Archbishop 
wished io retire. The reasons given in the 
Order in Council announcing the resignation 
was that ‘he was incapacitated by age from 
the due performance of his duties as Arch- 
bishop. 

A few days before his tenure of office 
expired the King conferred upon him a 
barony. He took as his title Lord Davidson 
of Lambeth, but intimated in a letter to Dr.

TESTIMONIAL ON RETIREMENT. 
_Shortly afterwards the Archbishop of 
York, the Prime Minister, the Dean - of 
Westminster, Dr. J. Scott Lidgett (an @x- 
Fresident of the National Free Charch 
Council) and others expressed a very wide- 
Spread desire that the year 1928, in a very 
special sense an annus mirabilis in .

This 
situation was brought about when the Counc] 
failed to obtain from the Free State Ministry 
for Vocal Government sanction for an over- 
diaft on their treasurers. At the recert 
inquiry ordered by the Minister into the 
menner of the Council’s performance of its 
duiies, Mr. A. P. Delaney, the inspector who 
held the inquiry, was informed in sworn 
evidence that sums from. current rate collec- 
tions had been appropriated to pay wages. 
This practice, he pointed out, was contrary 
to vegulations, which require that mone 's 
collecied as rates must be lodged with the 
tweasurer. Conformity with the regulation, 
in view of the fact that the Council was 
already heavily in debt to the treasurer, left 
the Council without aay available funds, and 
wages on Saturday could not be paid. 

An efiort is to be made to secure relief 
of this unhappy financial situation for the 
sake of the working staff. There is hops 
ihat means to provide a sufficient. sum to 
discharge the Council’s liability to the wor«- 
men will be found, and that their wages will 
be paid to-morrow, 

The Jrish Tunes revresentative understands 
that the working staff were assembled on 
Saturday and informed that there was no 
wages for them. They were also told that 
the officials had not been paid since 28th 
March, but that it was hoped to make 
arrangements by which wages would be paid 
on Tuesday. 


LORD CRAIGAVON AND BAZAARS

THE MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE. 

Mr, P. Hogan, Free State Minister for 
Agriculture, held the attention of well- 
attended meetings at Rathwire, Killucan and 
Clonmellon. If they wanted a recommenda- 
tion of Dr. Delany, he said, they should go 
to the poor of Longford. 

On the question of land annuities, Mr. 
Hogan said that there was no legal opinion 
to the effect that they were not bound to pay 
them. Fianna Fail knew very well that 
neither the Land Act of 1903, the Ashbourne 
Act nor the Land Act of 1909 had been 
repealed ; yet it pretended that land annuities 
could be refused under a section of the 1923 
Act. There was one law behind the laws of 
the Free State, and that was the Seventh 
Commandment. The Treaty was important, 
and they could break it if they wished 
but Land Commission annuities were even 
more important, because they went to the root 
of all morality, and whether they put in a 
Republican Government or a Free State 
Government they would not get away with 
it. The statement that Northern farmers 
were not paying land annuities was untrue. 
Under the 1920 Act the British allowed the 
Northern Government to collect the land 
annuities: In the South they amounted to 
three millions and in the North to £650,000 
pec annam. Every year during the past 
seven years the North had paid this sum in 
addition to an Imperial contribufion. 

SUCCESS OF THE LOAN. 

The people who said that the country was 
on the verge of bankruptcy the day after the 
National Loan was issued had been answered 
by the leader of the Labour Party and also 
by the people of country, who had made that 
loan such a success. 

He regretted’ that an attempt was being 
made to introduce into the election a sec- 
tartan issue. They had spent money and lost 
valuable lives in building up a country where 
the majority would rule and every man 
would get fair play. Some of the greatest 
leaders of the country had been Protestant, 
and he would not make little of himself by 
talking about the matter at length. The 
Pope paid a high honour to President 
Cosgrave and had conferred a signal honour 
on the country by sending an Ambassador ; 
vet when the Papal Nuancio arrived the 
Fianna Fail Party refused to meet him.

need not be paid in t*e ultimate financial 
settlement. They paid, he said, every year 
to England a sum which bore a greater pro- 
portion to their total revenue than the 
amount which Germany was paying to the 
Allies in reparation for the world war. 
Because of that payment there + ahaa iss 
ment, emigration and poverty in Ireland 
There was not.a section. or a line in the 
Treaty which compelled the payment of one 
halfpenny of ‘Hat money to England. ' 

Dealing with the payment of pensions to 
ex-R.I.C. by the Free State Government, he 
quoted Mr. Sean MacEoin as having stated 
that England offered to pay the pensions, but 
that the Provisional Government decided to 
refuse the offer, ou the grounds that if Eng- 
land continued to pay them she would have 
in the Free State a large force of intelligent 
and trained men which she could call on at 


any moment in the event of anything oceur- - 


ring. Thesé words, Mr. Lemass said, justified 
him in saying that there was no 
difference of opinion on the question 
whether they were liable or not to pay this 
one and a quarter millions in pensions. 
That money, if kept at home, would provide 
15s. a week to old age pensioners. That was 
a small item compared with the amount 
leaving the country every year in land 
annuities.:’ Fhey had been told many things 
by the Government party about these 
annuities, but they had not been told any- 
thing about the seetion of the Treaty under 
which they were paid, because no such 
section existed. 

Mr. Lemass added that since Mr. Hogan, 
Minister for Agriculture, came into office 
every branch of agriculture had decreased, 
and still he advised the farmers of the Free 
State to stick it out. 


MR. AIKEN AT ATHLONE. 


Mr. Frank Aiken, T.D., and Mr. Hugo 
Flinn, T.D., spoke at a Fianna Fail meeting 
in Mardyke street, Athlone, last Saturday 
night. Mr. Aiken ssid that since 1922 from 
Longford and Westmeath seven thousand 
young people went to Ar »rica, and another 
seven thousand over to England.

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FINANCIAL NEWS AND NOTES | 
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LONDON STOCK MARKETS 
IRREGULAR.

59 FLEET STREET. LONDON. 

Last week’s Stock Exchange was again of a 
very mixed character. On -the whole, gilt- 
edged things were well maintained, easing a 
little when it was found that the. Bank rate 
had not been reduced, though few people ex- 
pected such a movement in a week that had 
witnessed the stock of gold reduced: by nearly 
£5,000,000. Still, there is an idea that a fur- 
ther reduction will be made before very long 
in order to assist a big Government debt con- 
version scheme,. At the moment it looks as 
though the success of such an important 
operation has been jeopardised by the un- 
settled political atmosphere at home. for évi- 
dently the country may be faced with a first- 
class crisis almost at any time. In other 
directions the main features have been the 
firmness of Oil Shares and the fresh rise in 
Rhedesian Congo Borders, which during Jast 
week touched the new high record of 214. 
Home Rails established a record the. other 
way, for several stocks touched the lowest 
prices of the year, and a level, too, that 
brought them little above the lowest since 
the grouping. Nobody has a good word to 
say of these stocks at present, but when 
everything is taken into consideration, in- 
cluding the prospects of a continuance of 
trade depression and, consequently, of poor 
traffics, it would seem that the fall in this 
section has gone far enough, and there is no 
doubt that, if the stocks were dealt in as £1 
units, prices would command a higher level. 


ARGENTINE RAILS, 


As to foreign rails, the Cordoba Central an- 
nouncement not only caused a very severe 
decline in that company’s stocks, but it also 
depressed the market for Argentine Rails 
generally, for the development was’ regarded 
as an indication that other companies may 
also be compelled to announce much poorer 
results than seemed likely some time ago. All 
this is very disturbing to holders of the 
stocks, and they are not likely. to be con- 
soled by the thought that the present state of 
affairs represents a phase of adversity which 
will be only temporary.

anes other points, the scheme sets forth 
that :—

£4,500,000, divided into 175,000 five per cent.

sen and 3,750,000 ordinary shares of £1 
each. 

““The preferehce shares and 1,500,000 of 
the ordinary shares are fully paid up, and 
1,250,000 of the ordinary shares are paid up 
to the extent of 15s. per share. 

*‘The share capital shall be reduced to 
£2,375,000, divided into 1,750,000 preference 
shares of 12s. each, fully paid, and 2,750,000 
ordina shares of ós. each (of which 
1,500, will be fully paid, and 1,250,000 paid 
up to the extent of 1s. per share), by cancelling 
paid-up capital which has been lost or is un- 
represented by available assets to the extent 

of the £1 preference shares, 
on each of the issued ordinary 


VALUE OF ASSE’.Ss. 

In a circular letter to the shareholders, the 
Chairman, Lord Aberconway, points out that 
it was necesary to consider the value of 
assets with reference to their earning capacity 
to-day, and not to intrinsic value. 

He refers to the serious trading difficulties 
that had faced them, together with all the 
other large armament firms, since the war, 
owing to an enormous shrinkage in demand 
for their heavy products. The demand for 
war. vessels and their machinery, for armour 
and gun forgings, had almost disappeared, 
leaving heavy maintenance chargis, im- 
possible to cover by the volume of work 
obtainable. Other departments had suffered, 
not only from work shrinkage, but also 
because wages and taxation in this countrv 
were much higher than those of their prin- 
cipal foreign competitors; and their large 
colliery interests had been affected by 
constant disturbances in connection with 
wages and working conditions. 

He also points to indications that oppor- 
tunities for extensive mercantile shipbuildinz 
in the near future were limited, and says 
that foreign Governments were subsidising 
their shipyards to assist them in the con- 
struction of large passenger lintrs competing 
for the Atlantic trade, 

Accordingly, after careful thought, the 
directors decided that, although the balance 
sheets had shown no debit balance, and the 
company had, up to June 30, 1929, been able 
to ‘maintain the payment of the preference 
dividend, the time had arrived when a drastic 
re-arrangement of their finance was impera- 
tive. They, therefore, consulted Sir Gilbert 
Garnsey and Mr. William Mackinnon with a 
view to the preparation of a scheme of capital 
reorganisation. 


AMALGAMATION QUESTION. 


Proposals had been made to the Board for 
joining in amalgamations with other com- 
panies, for the purpose of rationalisation of 
certain important sections of their business, 
but, up to the present, there was none which, 
without improvement, would justify them in 
recommending it for acceptance. 

Combination in some form must be achieved 
with a view of avoiding reckless competition, 
and eliminating the cost of maintenance and 
upkeep of surplus plants, which were still 
operating in the country. That position was 
being actively dealt with in the shipbuilding 
industry, and was being closely investigated 
by the directors in other directions: but the 
Board were advised that the scheme now 
proposed should first be carried out, and 
that, immediately after. the position in regard 
to the Atlas and Scunthorpe Works should he 
dealt with in a rationalisation scheme, ‘in 
order to effect economies in the heavy forg- 
ings and casting trades, which was manifestly 
required by all engaged in them. 

Power to deal with these works bv sale 
or amalcamation was, therefore. asked from 
the debenture-holders, subject to the condi- 
tion that the shares, securities, or other con- 
sideration: received, should be charged in 
their favour. 

As regards the company’s shares, the 
scheme would materially improve their pros- 
pects of distributing dividends, and the Board 
strongly advises its adoption. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the 
company will be held in London on June 18, 
to consider resolutions giving effect to the 
scheme. , 

Sir Gilbert Garnsey and Mr. Mackinnon, 
in a letter, expressed the opinion that the 
terms of the scheme were fair and equitable, 
and that it was in the interests of all parties 
to carry it into effect.
